COMMENTS ON U.S. ‘SUBVERSIVE’ ACTIVITIES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA

[Text] The U.0. secret services have re-surfaced. Last week, the Zambian govern- 
ment expelled 5 CIA agente who were conducting subversive operations in that 
country under the insidious disguise of diplomats. 


Once again, the CIA's tentacles reappear in Southern Africa, and, once again, U.S. 
citizens who seem to be “honestly” working in a fcreign country are considered 
undesirable. 


After Mozambique, the CIA's “dirty” activities are unmasked in one gore country 
of Africa. 


The CIA agents were preparing a plan to overthrow the government of President 
Kenneth Kaunda. They became involved in the internal affaires of a sovereign 
country. They recruited Zambians who would provide them with the information they 
needed. 


It is notable that among the U.S. citizens who were given 48 hours to leave the 
country figured a notorious practicioner of the “dirty work,” named Frederick 
Lundahal [as published), who was a member of the dismantled CIA network in 
Mozambique, from where he was expelled a little over 6 months ago. An official 
of the Zambian Ministry of Poreign Affaire, who bad ties with the CIA, was also 
arrested. 


According to recent information, the U.S. State Department, which cynically denied 
the charges against the U.S. Embassy's Firet Secretary John David Finney and offi- 
cial Michael O'Brien, recalled the U.S. ambassador to Zambia for “urgent consul- 
tations.” 


One thing ie clear: at the time when the summit of the chiefs of state of OAU 
countries is taking place in Nairobi, it appeare that the Reagan administration's 
attempts to regain the decadent prestige of the United States in Africa--by dis- 
patching a high-level delegation to South Africa to “persuade Pretoria to end its 
intransigent stance,” have failed. 


On the other hand, the attempts to exacerbate supposed divisions among African 
countries on border problems in the continent so as to deflect the attention of 

















that important OAU meeting from liberation problema such as Namibia and Weetern 
Sahara, have not gone unnoticed, 


Since the White House was taken over by the Reagan administration, there has been 
a general recrudescence in imperialist interventions in the problems of African 
countries, such as the establishment of military bases, support to non-representa~ 
tive groups, blackmail, connivance with armed aggressions, etc... The hand of the 
CIA can be seen in all these maneuvers. 


The CIA, the largest imperialist espionage organization, works hand-in-hand with 
the U.S. embassies around the world, obviously in those countries that do have 
embassies. In others without official representation, it is businessmen, repre- 
sentatives of foreign firme, diplomats, newemen and others who see that the 
“organization's” work is carried out. Ite agents use bribery, corruption and 
other refined methods in recruiting agente and informers. In Mozambique, the 
CIA used sexual corruption. 


"Dirty" work is now comlewenting the aggressive ani militerist policy of President 
Reagan; for instance, hie involvement in the Israeli Zionist regime's aggression 
againet the Lraqi research plant at lammouz is quite obvious. 


While countries that have opted for policies that are not to the liking of inter- 
national monopolies are more affected, other, "moderate" countries that pronounce 
themselves firmly and courageously in support of the liberation movements, are 
certainly not immune. 


It therefore becomes necessary for the people to strengthen their unity and inde- 


pendence so that the aggressive plans of imperialism are made to feel the weight 
of their own irresponsibility and audacity any time they dare to appear.

U.S. FINANCING IN CABINDA GAS RECOVERY PROJECT

[Text] A banking consortium headed by the Morgan Guaranty Trust Company and the 
U.S. Import-Export Bank has agreed to finance the project for the exploitation 
of gas in Cabinda, in accordance with the law on petroleum recently approved by 
the Angolan government. The project will be carried out jointly by SONANGOL 
and the Cabinda GULF Company until the end of the current year. This was dis- 
closed by an authorized SONANGOL source. 


The relative contracts will be signed within the next few days by SONANGOL director 
general Herminio Escorcio, member of the MPLA-Labor Party Central Committee in 
Paris and at the Washington headquarters of the Import-Export Bank, the same source 
added. 


Herminio Escorcio left on Friday for France, accompanied by the deputy director 
general for administration and finance, where he will meet with a delegation irom 
the National Bank of Angola headed by Governor Victor de Carvalho, who will also 
sign the agreement. 


The two-pronged financing was obtained by the two oil companies working in the 
exploitation of the Cabinda deposits. The project for the recovery of gas will 
prevent it from being wasted and will facilitate the extraction of oil. 


The project consists in recovering and reinjecting the gas associated to petroleum 
in order to maintain pressure within the deposits and keep up production. 


Gas had been burned so far because of technical reasons, thus causing incalculable 
losses. The law on petroleum ordered that such practices be abolished and that 
such projects be undertaken by operator companies to combat these losses.

STATE ENTERPRISE CREATED FOR LMPROVEMENT OF FOREIGN TRADE 
Luanda DIARIO DA REPUBLICA in Portuguese 5 Mar 81 p 1 
[Text] Ministry of Foreign Trade 

Executive Decree No 8/81 of 5 March 


It has been found necessary to create a state enterprise to deal with holding trade 
faire and exhibitions with a view to promoting domestic products and familiarizing 
the people with foreign products. 


Considering the advantages of creating an enterprise in charge of services and 
public relations for foreign enterprises that intend to increase their volume of 
trade and hold exhibitions and other publicity and promotion operations, and 
according to Article 62 of the constitutional law, it is determined: 


Art. 1. The state enterprise FICOM-Industrial and Trade Fair of Luanda is created, 
located in the city of Luanda. 


Art. 2. The FICOM's objective is to organize and hold trade fairs and exhibitions 
and organize the participation of the People's Republic of Angola in international 
trade fairs and exhibitions. 


Art. 3. The FICOM is a service enterprise and can offer its remunerated services 
to any entity that is coordinated by the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 


Art. 4. The FICOM statutes will be published later and this enterprise should 
create the bases for its operations until such time when the statutes will become 
public. 


Art. 5. In order to ensure the organization, the operation and the management of 
the FICOM, its director will be appointed as soon as possible, and will be in 
charge of: 


a. The organization of trade fairs; 

b. The organization of exhibitions by foreign firms in the People's Republic 
of Angola; 

c. The participation of the People's Republic of Angola in international 
trade fairs;

The preparation an’ publication of advertising bulletins through the 
masse media; 


The organization of specialized conferences on subjects related to foreign 
trade; 

The establishment of a service and public relations agency for foreign 
trade enterprises; 


g. The maintenance of constant contact wit!, import-export enterprises in 


order to guarantee the efficient implementation of its functions.

OFPPFICTAL STRESSES LMPORTANCE OF COVFER HARVEST

[Rxcerpte] The national commission for support to the coffee harvest hae been 
meeting in Luanda since yesterday morning under the chairmanship of ite president, 
Lope do Nascimento, from the party's Central Committee, to review the activities 
of the Fifth national coffee harvest and view the prospects for the sixth. 


Participants in the meeting include Lucto Lara, from the party's Political Bureau 
and secretary for organization, Roberto de Almeida, Manuel Pacavira and Artur Vidal 
Gomes, a1] members of the MPLA-Lebor Party Central Committee and members of thie 
commission. Present at the meeting aleo are Noe Saude and Quarta Punsa, Kwanea- 
Norte and Uije provincial commissioners respectively, as well as Minister of 
Domestic Trade Gamaliel Martins, Minieter of Traneportation Faustino Muteka, 
Bornito de Sousa, first secretary of party youth, representatives of the coffee- 
producing provinces and other national offictale. 


At the opening of the meeting, Lopo de Nascimento stressed that coffee “is the 
fourth-largest income-producing resource of the country in 1980 and has an economic 
and social importance that exceeds financial concerns already important by them- 
selves, since the coffee economy employs approximately 2.5 gillion people, or 25 
percent of the country's population.” 


Lopo do Nascimento further noted that according to 4 series of analyses, the esti- 
mated harvest will amount to 148,000 tons. Unfortunately, it cannot be better 
because of insufficient rainfall, especially during the fourth quarter of the past 
year. 


Finally, the president of the national coffee commission stated that in his view, 
“the national commission should also include the directors of the largest state 
farms, the representatives of private producere and of the peasant sector, since 
1 do not think it is right to exclude or only bring in vicariously the problems 
of those who own 265,000 hectares of coffee lands and produce one-third of the 
total harvest.”

[Text] [Question] How many displaced people do you believe there etill are in 
the province of Huambo? 


|Anewer) Before anewering your question, I muet make clear that our rural popula- 
tion lives in the interior of the province, that is, beyond the villages and commu-~ 
nities where it normally conducts ite activities. As proof, we can cite the fact 
that the party and government have promoted a marketing campaign for this year, 
which we called the “corn/81 marketing campaign.” 


Ae for the number of displaced people in the bush, I can say that a large number 

of people who gave themselves up in 1979 following an offensive against the counter~- 
revolutionary bande are now integrated in the rural economy. And, of course, the 
rest are receiving the attention of the state secretariat for social affairs. I 
cannot cite any concrete numbers, but I can say that an important part of our 
population, especially in thie province, is on our side and not in the bush. 


[Question] How is the health of the people now in the bush? 


|Anewer|) In relation to the people who returned in 1979, we can say that they are 
in dreadful shape. Thies is due not only to hunger conditions, but aleo to the 
rumors to which they fell victias, their dieillustonment and their shock at the 
truth of the MPLA against the shameless lies of the counter-revolution. 


[Question] Could it be that hunger was the principal reason for the return of 
these people?’ 


[Anewer!] No, not simply hunger. When there ie an ideal, hunger is not the basic 
problem. It can be an obstacle. We aleo suffered hunger during the 14 years of 

our etruggle against Portuguese colonialiem. The principal reason is the belief 

of a citizen, an individual, in hie future, the desire for freedom. These are 

the most sacred ideals. Hunger then becomes an obstacle that can be overcome. 

In the case of counter-revolution, there ie a void, there is 4 lie. We are talking, 
then, of the psychological breakdown, and not of the physical breakdown, of the 


person. 

















[Question) De you believe that international assistance is needed for these dis- 
placed persons? 


|Anewer| Yes, A young country such a8 ours cannot solve all ite probleme, and 
moreover, it would be too ambitious for use te attempt to solve our situation by 
ourselves, given the fact that the situation in Angola is ne different from that 

of other countries in Latin America and Asia with millions of human beings, where 
governments, in spite of their good will, cannot resolve all problems, We certainly 
need, and have received, international assistance, such as the one provided by 
UNICEF and the International Red Cross. 


[Question] Why is it that these people left for the bush? 


|Anewer] The reasons are simple, At the beginning of independence, we were 
attacked both in the south and in the north, by 4 group of all kinds of sercenaries 
with the direct participation of South Africa and the raciet South African army. 
This resulted in a certain situation, Independently of ideology, human beinge 
must firet have their personal security guaranteed, The aggression against we led 
— people to seek refuge. Some went to neighboring countries and some to the 
bush. 


{Question} Do the UNITA groupe still carry on some activity in Huambo? 


[Anewer)] We can say that there are itinerant eroupe in our province. A country 
like revolutionary Angola fought against Portuguese colonialism; for 4 number of 
ideological differences, some groupe proclaimed themselves liberatore of the 
people, but ended up by joining the enemies of the people. it is impossible to 
eliminate these groupe in 5 years, especially since we are witnessing increased 
support to them from raciet South Africa. In eum, it can be said that some bands 
do exist, some bande we can define as itinerant. These groupe provoke disturbances 
and insecurity within the population. 1 must add that the existence of these 
itinerant groupe derives from a factor that still exerts « degree of influence 
among us in Africa: the phenomenon of tribaliesm, of raciem. We can remember 
when, at the eve of independence, the puppet counter-revolutionary UNITA 
launched the slogan “all in the south for the south.” And the FLA 
slogan “all in the north for the north.” Te is the MPLA that said, 
beginning, that “from Cabinda to Cunene one sole people in one sole nation.”

[Text] Tansania will devote 1961 and 1962 to ending food shortage and increase 
ite foreign exchange earnings from diverse exporte, the Minister of State for Plan- 
ning and Economic Affaire, Ndugu Kighoma Malima, told Parliament in Der es Saleem 
yesterday morning. 


Presenting a report on “The National Economic Situation in 1980" and the 1961/82 
Anjual Plan, Ndugu Malima said 19862 should be the last year the country epent ite 


meagre foreign reserves on food imports. 


To thie end, he said, non-oil powered emall and large-scale irrigation projecte 
would be introduced throughout the country. 


Secondly, peasants would be thoroughly prepared for each farming season and they 
would be persuaded to grow crops most suitable for their areas. 


The Minieter said there would be clearly demarcated crop tones, showing where 
each food crop flourished best. 


On exports, he eaid the Government would etrese the maximisation of foreign ex- 
change earninge from agricultural, livestock, natural resources, industrial, min- 
ing and touriem producte. 


Therefore, he said, priority in foreign exchange allocations would go to importe 
of equipment, raw materials and spares required for production and transport needs. 


Since emphasis would be maximising foreign exchange earnings, not less than 15 per 
cent of the hard currency earned from gajor cash crops would be epent on develop- 


ing the same. 


Ndugu Malima said it was essential that produce should be bought from the pea- 
sante and payments made promptly. 


He told parliament that on-going integrated plans, yielding quick returns, would 
get increased attention in the next two to three years. 


Similar attention would be directed to projects that strengthened production and 
service sectors, he added. 
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The minieter then epelt out measures that would be inetituted in the next finan- 
ial year in preparing and monitoring development projecte. 


Rach inetitution carrying out Government-financed projecte would have to draw up 
an action plan, giving quarterly projections and echedule of work.
